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REMARKS 

in the Office Action mailed October 22, 2003, the Examiner noted that claims 1-6 were 
pending, allowed claims 1-3, and rejected claims 4-6. The Examiner's rejection is traversed 
below. 

On pages 2 and 3 the Examiner rejected claims 4-6 under 35 USC section 101 for 
statutory double patenting over claim 1 of US Paten. 6,642,927. As noted by the Examiner on 
page 2, statutory double patenting is based on the Calms being "drawn to identica. subject 
matter " As admitted by the Examiner, on page 3, claim 4 of the present applicaSon is broader 
fa broader presentation") than claim 1 of US Patent 6.642,927 particularly by, as the Exammar 
noted W,ng out 'during a two-handed drag operation'". Thus, claim 4 is not drawn to 
identica, subject matter but "broader" subject matter as acknowledged by the Examiner. Claims 
5 and 6 also do no. include this limitation noted by the Examiner and are therefore also drawn to 
different or broader subject matter. In addition, as noted by the Examiner claim 6 is a method 
claim white claim 1 of US Paten, 6.642,927 is a system Calm. 35 USC aec«on 101 au^s 
different statutory classes of invention, among them processes and machines. Cla,m 1 o US 
Patent 6 642,927 falls into one class (machine) while claim 6 of the present application falls into 
another ciass (process). It is submitted that claim 6 is also not drawn to identical subject matter 
as claim 1 of US Paten, 6,642,927 as defined by the statute itself. Withdrawal of the rejecbon ,s 

respectfully requested. 

It is submitted that the claims satisfy the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101. Itisalso 

' submitted that claims 1 -3 continue to be a.lowab.e. It is further submitted that the claims are not 
-taught, disclosed or suggested by the prior art. The claims are therefore in a cond,t,on su.table 
for allowance. An early Notice of Allowance is requested.
